Parcel Post Pioneer. 


One of the pioneers in the parcel 
post propaganda was P. V. DeGraw. 
fourth assistant 
postmuster general. 
As far back as 1904 he began recom­ 
mending that a low rate of postage be 
flxed on merchandise weighing not less 
than five pounds and transported over 
rural free delivery routes. 
DeGraw is known as the rural free 
delivery man. for he has had charge of 
that work in the past eight years he 
has held his present position. 
In all that time he contended for a 
parcel post system on rural routes. 
When the system was finally establish­ 
ed. however, congress thought it wise 
to extend it to all mail routes, with 
Hie result that we now have a real 
parcel post law. 


Man of Many Duties. 


Charles D. Hides is a man of many 
duties. 
H e has been an assistant sec­ 
retary of the treasury, then secretary 
to tiie president, then chairm an of the 
national committee, then hack as secre­ 
tary to the president. 
And in these 
days if men go to sis* the secretary on 
any fine afternoon they are told that 
he is "out playing golf with the presi­ 
dent.” 
Hides is occupied ad the time. 
And 
it illustrates another fact—the presi­ 
dent likes only certain persons.

ways plays golf with the same men. 
generally officials w ith whom he is 
closely associated. 
There are a dozen 
different golf players who would like 
to "take on” the president for a game, 
but lie prefers the same men dav ufter 
day.

form prices throughout the country. 
The conspiracy charge, which comes 
under section 1 of the Sherman law, 
was the one on which the defendants 
were tried. 
The government contended that in 
April, 1910, at a meeting at Mount 
Clemens, Mich., the defendants put 
into effect a conspiracy which they 
had formed which resulted in the mak­ 
ing of the unlawful patent license 
agreements. 
Edw in P. Grosvenor appeared for 
the government, assisted by District 
Attorney Clyde W ebster and former 
D istrict Attorney Frank Watson. Spe­ 
cial Agent Joseph R , Darlington se­ 
cured the evidence for the govern­ 
ment.
